meuiiH of proiiuctlou. The difference is

In this cou^tnr. too, tbs Sodalist la 

mnking full use of municipal owner- 
■hip. He well known that mnny peo- 
ple will taki' tl''kfts- f(ir ii slmrt rtde 
who would Iw I rlKliti-ncd .'iway If iirffcd 
to buy a tlir<it%li ticket. Tin- main 
point la to p't them staAcd toward his 
ultliuute K'i;il. After a man has Ixvn 
enllated In favor of nuinlrlpHl owner- 
Bblp It la comparatively easy to get 
blm to accept tin principle of pnbllc 
ownefahlp of railroads, telegraphs and 
coal mines, although be may stlU not 
be ready to accept the whole Socialist 
prop-aninio. collective ownership of Sll 
the means of production, for the sim- 
ple rcMson that he Is apt to lie nti 
owner or part owner of some "means 
of production" himself e. >r., a shop or 
a store or o share or two of stock in n 
mannfactorlng plant. That is why the 
national platform of tbe Soclallat par- 
ty la discreetly silent on aome of the 
cnrdliml doctrines of socialism. The 
real purpose of collective ownership of 
nil the me.ins of production Is there- 
fore toned ilowii to a denuind for— 

"Tho coiltcti\e owiierslili) of rail- 
roads, teleprnpha, telephones, steam- 
ship lines and all other me.ms of 
transportation and eo<bmunlcatlon and 
all land. 

'^he collective ownsrsblp of all in- 
dustries which ars organised on a na- 
tional scale and In wbkb eompstltion 
has virtually ceased to exist 

"The extension of the public domain 
to Include mines, quarries, oil wells, 
forests .•Hid water jiower." 

The pliitform Is silent aliout munic- 
ipal ownerslil]) of ll>:litiiiK jilants and 
waterworks because M. U. people are 
atteiiding to that part of the Socialist 
programme, leaving tbe tborougbgoin); 
Socialist free to concentrate his efforts 
on the second part of the programme 
08 outlined above. It may look entlc- 
Ilj;. liut remember tli.it socialism 
do»'sirt Intend to stoi> with pulilic utili- 
ties and Mi; corjiorations nor until it 
baa swallowed up in tho p-eut state 
machine every vestige of private own- 
ership of everything except what a 
man wears on bis bade or needs to 
funilsti Ms homo. 

A SEARC HING A NALYSIS. 

Munieipal Ownership BeaHtiful In 
Theory, but Practically a Bid For 
Political Graft. 

Experience has i»roved that the agita- 
tion for uiuuiclpal ownerslilp is usual- 
ly in charge of a group of tueu who 
are looking for personal profit When 
the plant or plants finally get under 
municipal control these men ara vir- 
tually tbe proprietors. They dictate 
who shall have positions, and they 
usually see to It that they receive a 
good return in either the coin of the 
realm or soinethlii;; el:je of value fur 
every position Iliey ^ivo out TUcy arc 

Intent upon siiuet-z.iiig every dollar the \ 
can out of the plant. 

Where a company or the Individual 
gives much attention to tbe minutiae 
of a plant the saving of a few pennies 
or a few dimes or a fSw dollars here 
or tliere, under municipal control the 
plants are run in a slipshod manner. 

The eii(,'lneers, placoil in their jiosi- 
tlons more licc:iu-.c of their pollllc.'il 
prestige than iMicauac of auy ubillty 
they luuy possess, sit around and talk 
politics when the machinery is badly 
in need of their attention. But It is 
politics and not attention to duty and 
faithfulness that keeps them in their 
positions, so Ilicy ^'Ive more attcTitlon 
to politics than they do to their liulies. 

The nitina^'eiiicnt of Iht? ]ilant usual 
ly devolves upon a committee of the 
town council. Right here is wlicre the 
graft bacteria gets loose and l)eglns to 
cause havoc. Some mon will stand 
for election to council with no other 
thought In view than getting their 
bands on the light plant Tbey bavs 
some favorites they wish to place In 
office, and they llke^v ise have a Jilan 
whereby they can sijiieeze the busi- 
ness so that many golden diops wUl 
fall into their own pockets. 

Municipal ownership has been proved 
to be Impractical In this coontry. Be- 
sUls discouraging privata •ntsrpriss, It 
accomplishes no real good, bat eventu- 
ally becomes a corrupt son In tbs bo<ly 
politic that taints everything that 
touches It. In theory the proposition 
is a luoat attractive one, but when It 
cornea to working It out in practice in- 
superable obsta< les rear themselves In 
its pathway, and It is not Ipng before 
ruin and finally dlssolntlon con)e.— 
Tanaqoa (Pa.) Courier.
